ing Saypol by Gubitchev s lawyer, 
Abraham L. Pomerantz. 
Goes On I . S. Terms 
The 
announcement 
apparently 
means that Gubitchev’* departure 
—now rescheduled tor Monday on 
the Polish liner Batory—will be 
on the U 
S government’s terms 
and that the appeal from his con­ 
viction will be withdrawn. 
Saypol had insisted that if Gu­ 
bitchev persisted in his a p p e a l , tie 
could not return to Russia 
Y e s ­ 
terday, Pomerantz said the appeal 
would not be withdrawn and that 
Gubitchev would remain while it 
was fought out in the high courts. 
It was the contention of Saovpoi 
that Gubitchev. by going back to 
Russia but at the same time press­ 
ing his appeal, was trying to 'have 
his cake and eat it. too 
Saypol stood firm on his refusal 
to let the Russian take any such 
cake -w alk home. 
Gubitchev’, a Russian engineer 
who was employed by the United 
Nations secretariat, is third secre­ 
tary in the Soviet ministry of for 
eign affairs.
